THE LORD CHIEF JUSTICE. 


A PEERAGE FOR SIR RUFUS ISAACS. 


His Majesty has been pleased to confer the .dignity of Baron of the United 
Kingdom upon the Right Honourable’ Sir Rufus Daniel Isaacs, K.C.V.O., Lord 
Chief Justice. Sir.Rufus Isaacs, who was born in 1860, was appointed*Lord Chief 
Justice of England last October. His rise has been remarkably rapid, for he was 
called to the Bar in 1887, and became Q.C, in 1898. Hé entered Parliament as 


member for Reading in 1904, was appointed Solicitor-General in 1910, and soor. 


afterwards Attorney-General, being admitted.to the Cabinet in. 1912.. He was the 
first Jew to become Attorney-General, and the first Attorney-General to attain 
Cabinet rank. ‘He is the first Jew to occupy the position he at present fills. Sir 


Rufus married a daughter of the late Mr. Albert Cohen, and he ‘has one son. His |

HE place of the Jewess—perhaps a preferable term to Jewish

to the general community. The status of Jewesses is a theme of

That, Judaism has fixed a very high standard for its 
womanhood there is no gainsaying. That the average Jewess is as 
worthy as she is, notwithstanding that for countless centuries she has.

on his mother, is a point of ‘infinite credit to the weaker sex among 


us. The man who might have succeeded in making all Jewesses 


prigs insufferable, as anyone must be who is a bundle of virtues, is 
conscious of it, and consciously shows it, exhibited his estimate of 
‘Give not thy strength unto woman, 


nor thy ened to that w hich destroveth kings.” 


« «His view of the woman of worth or the valiant or virtuous woman. 
——-his ideal woman—was the woman who was to give all and to be 


content with smiles and praise in return. Shé was to be an Amazon, who 


could rise while it was yet night so as to provide food-for her household, 


even the necessary sustenance for her maidens. Her business acumen 
was to be what would be sufficient to qualify an average land agent, 
while she was to be a farmer and a merchant to boot. In addition, 


- she was to be a remarkably capable buyer and a most.adept needle- 


woman, seeking wool and flax, and working willingly with her hands. 


She was to lay her hands to the spindle and‘ her hands were to hold 


the distaff. Besides being: a professional suryeyor and an expert 
needlewoman, she was to possess the capacity of a clothing company. 


She was to cater for the external as well as the internal comfort of 
those around her. Not alone was she to clothe her household with warm 


scarlet raiment, but she was to run up no millinery nor dressmakers’ 
bills on her own account. For she was to make herself coverings of 
tapestry, her silk and purple clothing were to be of her own manufac- 


‘ture. .But, in addition to these all-embracing virtues, she was to possess 


others. She was, for instance, to occupy the position of a sort of 
family Board of Guardians, for she was to stretch out her hand to the 
poor and reach forth her hands to the needy. And, withal, she was to 
be endowed with the wise sense of a. Socrates and the. energy of a 
sixty horse-power motor-car. For she was not to open her mouth 
except:to utter words of wisdom.

Little wonder that a woman such as this would be found by her 


husband to be one in whom he could safely trust! To place the value

When this marvellous 
paragon of womankind had bought land and planted vineyards, had 
provided food for her household, and c'othing and raiment, had been 
to her family like the merchants’ ships, she was to fill up any little

NEUHAUS.—A valuable woman worker has been lostito the community by 
the death of Mrs. Carl Neuhaus, which took place at her residence in 


Honeybourne Road, . West Hampstead, on Tuesday, December 23rd. ‘An 
indefatigible. worker, Mrs. Neuhaus spent most. of her time among the 


‘poorest in the East End, to whom she was a friend indeed. She -was an authority 
on public health, and when somie.time ago the Union of Jewish Women’ convened 
a meeting for the purpose of discussing the desirability of instituting schools for 
Jewish mothers, Mrs.‘ Neuhaus was invited to read.a paper. Her contribution was 
perhaps the most valuable from many points of view, on account of the vast and 
lengthy experience she had gained inthis particular field: of labour. She outlined 
a practical scheme for the conduct of the proposed schools, and showed haw the 
many difficulties that arise in connection with these institutions might be grappled 
with and overcome. She ‘herself was already connected witha school for mothers, 
East End.” Apart from 
her work in this direction, she proved a very esteemed member of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, being ‘on’ the Sanitary, Visiting, Apprentices’, 
and Ladies’ Conjoint Visiting Committees. She was also on the Committees of the 
Sick Room Helps Society and the Jewish Day Nursery, a. mémber of the Union.of 
Jewish Women, and a visitor to the London Hospital. She took a great 
interest in educational matters, and was a.representative Manager of the L.C.C.

THE LANGUAGE QUESTION IN PALESTINE. 


Dr. Paul Nathan’s Return. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | a 
BERLIN, 

According ta advices which reached Berlin last Friday, Dr. Paul Nathan and 


his secretarv, Dr. Bernhardt Kahn, have left Jerusalem for Berlin without having 
been able to settle the language question or to smooth matters over. The impression 


prevails here that Dr. Paul Nathan, in attempting to enforce his will on the. 


Hebraists in Palestine, has not only not contributed towards peace, but has deepened 
the conflict between the various sections of Palestine Jewry on the one side and 
between the Zionist organisation and the Hilfsvercin onthe other. TheHtlfsverein 
teachers, who have been dismissed on account of their protest against the decision 
of the Curatoriuin, have formed a new seminary, and of the 93 pupils in the old 
seminary 75 have gone over to the new one, the principal o. which is Mr. David 
Yellin. The Berlin leaders of the Hilfsverein will have to seek not, only 
new teachers but also new pupils:should they be anxious to re-establish their school- 
work in the Holy Land. But as the only efficient. Hebrew teachers are in sympathy 
with the movement inaugurated by the dismissed teachers of the Hilfsverein, and as 
a kind of morai boycott has been proclaimed against any Hebrew teachers who 
enter the service of the Hilfsverein before the Curatorium has revised its decision 
on the language question, Dr. Nathan will find it very difficult to find a good

CONFLICT CONTINUES, 


But although the language question in Palestiné may be. regarded as settled, 
since both sections of Palestine Jewry have rébuked Dr. Nathan, the conflict as — 


such is not settled, and will continue in Berlin between the Hilfsverein and the 


Zionist. organisation, -which rightly or wrongly, deems it necessary to identify . 


itself with the Hebraists in Palestine, and to support them financially, In Berlin, 
the head. of the Hilfsverein continues to inundate the. general Press with letters 
representing the Zionists as enemies of the German language. A German Jewish 
paper which is said to be the organ of the Hilfsverein, even announces a debate 
in the. Reichstag on the subject. It is said that a Liberal member of the 
Reichstag—probably Herr Gothein, President of the Verein zur Abwehr 
gegen den Antisemitismus—who is’ known  for:. his’ hostile. attitude 
towards Zionism, and who has already made many. anti-Zionist speeches 
while presiding over the annual meetings of the above mentioned Society, will 
ask ‘the German Imperial Minister for Foreigm Affairs whether he is willing to 
protect the Hilfsverein in Palestine against the. Zionist agitators, who are sworn 
enemies of Germany. Needless to say, should such a debate take place, the anti- 
Semitic Press in Germany. will be the first to use the incident for its anti-Jewish 
policy, and will not only present the Zionists as enemies of Germany, but also. the 
German }fews who are now fighting a deadly fight for German-culture in Palestine. 


| The suspicion which the politicians of the Hilfsverein are about to cast on the 


Zionists will have bad results for German Jewry in general, for whenever one Jew 
is accused our.enemies at once say: “ The Jews!” . . . At is much to be 
regretted that the conflict between two Jewish organisations should lead to such 
consequences and that the struggle should be fought out with so much publicity. 
But the leaders of the Hilfsverein were the first to call to the police and the 
German Press for help, seeing that Dr. Nathan made use of the help: of the 
German Consul and the Turkish police in Jerusalem, and Dr. James Simon was 
the first to trouble the general. German public with his views on the conflict. The 
leaders of the Hilfsvercin,- however, can still remain logical if they continue attempt- 
ing to justify their misfortune by publicly alleging that they are the victims of Russian 
Jewish animosity. In many German-Jewish papers in the last few weeks the whole 


trouble in Palestine was said to be.due only ta the sworn hatred of young Russian 


Jewstor Germany. That such an allejation, besides being without foundation, is 
a weapon in the hands of German anti-Semitic agitators must have been overlooked 
by the leaders of the Hilfsverein who ifspired the German Jewish Press. How can 
young. Russian Jews expect, to be admitted to the German: Universities if the 
leaders of German:Jewry themselves say that these young people are Germany's 
enemies? Have Dr. Nathan-and his friends lost all sense of proportion? Do they 
not see the imminent danger which they are thus inviting ? 


CAMPAIGN AGAINST ZIONISM. 


_ While the. leaders of the Milfsverein are violently conducting their cam- 
paign against Zionism and against Kussian Jews, notwithstanding the bad results 
to which this campaign may lead, the Zionist organisation is concen- 
trating its forces with a view to taking over the educational establishments of the 
Hilfsverein in Palestine in order to free Palestine Jewry from its German 
“benefactors,” and to secure a pure Hebrew education for the Palestine 
Jewish youths. That a large section of the German Jews are in complete sympathy 
with the Zionist organisation may be seen from the fact that a purely German 
Jewish community like Elberfeld contributed 1,500 marks towards the new Zionist 
educational work in Palestine soon after the publication of the.appeal of the Zionist 
. is said that the Zionist 
already succeeded in collecting, among German Jews, such huge sums for its new 
educational undertakings in Palestine, that the continued existence of the five educa- 
tional establishments, which were taken over by the Palestine Hebraists from the 
Hilfsverein, as a result of the conflict on the language question, isalready assured.! 


Large sums of money are forthcoming from Russia and Galicia for the same

5,000 Attend Protest Meeting at Salonika. 
OUR. CORRESPONDENT, 
SALONIKA, 

For the first time im this. part of the world a mass meeting has been held to 
deal with a matter of general Jewish interest. It was that splendid gymnastic 
society ‘* Maccabi,” which convened the meeting here referred to. It was held on 
the 13th December, and its object was to protest against the decision of ‘the 
Directorate of the Polytechnic at Haifa to make German the principal medium of 
instruction. That the feelings of the Jews here have been stirred by this decision may 
be gathered from the fact that the meeting was attended by more than 3,000 persons. 
The speakers were thoroughly representative. They included MM. Abraham S. 
Recanati ( Maccabi Society), S. Rubinstein (teacher at the H ilfsverein School), 
Isaac Epstein (Headmaster of the Talmud Torah Hagadol),. Joseph Usiel (Bené 
Zion Club), Isaac Alcheh (Nordau Society), and Barouh Ben-Jacob (Jewish Library).

We have received from the Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden the following 
statement, signed by its president, Dr. James Simon : 

‘* The representation by the Zionist new spapers of all countries of the events 
which have led up to a condition of revolution in our schools, make it necessary for 
us to give a correct version. Up till a few weeks ago the Zionists had nothing to 
suggest in regard to our syllabus. Even at the Vienna Congress in September the 
services of the Hilfsverein in regard to the maintenance of Hebrew were warmly 
recognised. In October came the conference on the Syllabus for’ the Jewish 
Technical School at Haifa, which is to be opened next April. The Technicum has 
no, organic copnection with the schools of the Hilfsvercin; there is only a 
personal connection in the governing bodies of both institutions. 

It was decided to teach Hebrew subjects in Hebrew and mathematics and 
natural history in German. As regards the remaining subjects—history, geogr raphy, 
drawing, and handicrafts—the question as to whether they should be taught in 
Germanor Hebrew was postponed. The Zionist maabers of the Board of Management 
stipulated that Hebrew, should be recognised as the language of instruction; which 
meant that instruction in'mathematics and natural history should also be in Hebrew. 


. As they were in the minority they seceded. The Hilfsverein' schools had nothing 


to do with the matter. But the report-was invented and spread about that the 


 Hilfsverein had rejected Hebrew in favour of German. We declared, on the 


other hand, that nothing had been altered in the programme of the Hilfsverein, 
and that nothing would be. Next to German, Hebrew takes the most prominent 
position in the syllabus ; not one single lesson which had hithe rto been taken in 
Hebrew has been turned into German.’ 

The revolt of the teachers has been engineered so as to force the Hilfsverein 
and the Board of Management of the Technicum, owiny to breach of contract, to 
allow Hebrew teaching only, and they have incited those entrusted to their care to 
revolt, which is against the principles of pedagogy. We shall, however, not allow 
their reprehensible conduct to alter our principles which for twelve years have been 
crowned with success in the cultural work for the well-being of the Palestine

‘WHAT IS BEILIS TO 


The reactionary Press, headed by the Novoe Vremya, has also opened a 
eampaign “ against the Jewish tactics in sending Beilis abroad; in order to hide all 


traces of the Yuschinsky crime.” Ignoring-the fact that the threatening letters 


which Beilis receives from Real Russians will compel him to leave Russia, the anti- 
Semitic Press regards his intended departure as a flight from justice.._ In its opinion, 
the jury only. found that there were not enough proofs against Beilis, and our 
enemies thus still refer to him as an accomplice in the’ murder of Yuschinsky. 
‘In the, circumstances it is difficult, however, to see what the anti- Semites. want

for the last fourteen years, and he appeared in many pogrom trials. He res ved |

A SCENE IN THE DUMA, 


_ A-violent scene took place last week in: the Duma during the discussion of a 
motion connected with the’ Ministry of Justice. The Opposition deputies took 
advantage of the discussion in order to Censure the Beilis scandal, and. the anti- 
Semites accused them of having been associated with the murderers of Yusc hinsky. 
Great uproar ensued and lasted a considerable time.

He was 
suspected of having arrived in the city for ‘‘ ritual ’’ purposes, and though the local 
Crown Rabbi informed the police that. the confiscated literature is of a harmless 
character, the suspect was released only after considerable delay. The local Real 
Russians spread the news of the detention of an Austrian ‘’ ritual aSsassin."’

put to death by the Gibeonites, his daughter, Rizpah, the mother “i 
two of: them, took sackcloth and spread it upon the roc 
from the beginning of harvest until the rainy season set in, and 
sutfered neither the.birds of the air to rest upon her beloved dead by 
day, nor the beasts of the field to molest them by night - an act of 
devotion which so impressed David that he caused the remains of the 
house of Saul to be interred with due honours. Entire books of 
Scripture, like Ruth and the Song of Songs, were written with no 
other object than that of celebrating the constancy of female attach- 
ment to the dead and the living. How tender is the solicitude which 
Miriam exhibits for the safety of her infant brother. In touching

They are principles for which I have striven consistently during the six years 
of service that I have recently completed in the Anglo-Jewish Ministry. 

Those members of the Jewish Ministry who responded ‘to the call of the 
‘Jewish League for Woman Suffrage” and suffered annoyance, loss of personal 
friendships, as well as of prestige in consequence—and_ also all the 
founders of: the League—no doubt will pleasure your com-. 
ments on the subject of Jewish separateness. . They are'among the founders 
of the Jewish Peace Saciety and are prompted by similar motives in both under- 
takings. Wecan recall the indignation which greeted our earlier endeavour. We 
contrast the welcome extended to the Jewish Peace Society and can find in your 
comments evidence of a change in, Anglo-Jewish public opinion, which is full of 
promise. Preachers rarely realise the fruit of their labour. -It is all the more 
encouraging to find a growing number of English Jews who: desire to serve: 
England, not merely as Englishmen, but indeed as Jews in England—and that 
Jewish national individuality shall be a contributing factor among the variety of 
nationalities within'the State, which, while each maintains its own national con- 
sciousness, co-operate to intensify the vitality of the State. , | 

Individually, successful Jews, who themselves reap the advantages of their 
success as citizens, may open the door of envy for the entry of anti-Semitism.

| Let Jews be found working as Jews for the general welfare—working as a body 


and reaping no personal advantage from their work—then shall :we be rid of the 
need to go, hat in hand, begging for expressions of good opinion, and constantly 
Those of us who strive to work - 
thus have no shadow of a doubt about the perfect equality in citizenship which we 
enjoy. with our non-Jewish fellow-workers. They know-us as fellow-citizens, and 
they know us as Jews; and we know that we win respectful attention for the voice 
of the synagogue beyond the walls of the Ghetto.

Judaism is, for us, something more than the poetic 
influence of the synagogue on our homes, and more than the archeological lessons 
of the schoolroom which are taught in the synagogue. Itis also a vital influence. 
in our work of citizenship. We do not purchase our citizenship at the price of our 
Jewish nationality—our spiritual heritage. We know ourselves politically emanci- 
pated, not only as individuals, but as a nationality also. We would serve England 
as Jews, side by side with all the other nationalities composing the State within which 
we live. I ama Jewish nationalist and 1 am a British citizen. . I no more recognise 
any gap between the duties which these responsibilities impose, than does the non- 
conformist Welshman between the duties imposed upon him by his nation- 
ality and by his citizenship. I fail to see how a Jew in England 
can separate between the duty of Jewish nationality and the duty of British citizens 
ship, without being disloyal to both. Whenever Opportunity offers, it surely is our 
duty to serve our country with our spiritual heritage, as well as with our material 
endowments. And just because we Jews have so few material interests in common, 
we are especially fitted to show forth in every State the spiritual significance of 
nationality within the political State. Let the Jew uplift himself to this his duty of 
elevating the spiritual significance of nationality, and thereby he will contribute 
considerably to the permanence of the sentiments which make for peace,

Many of your readers undoubtedly know how the Committee of: this Talmud 
Torah have struggled to. bring the Institution up to its present state of efficiency. 
But after all these, trials and hardships, the Talmud Torah is new in debt to the 
extent of over £450. In order to settle with the builders of the new premises, we 
were compelled to obtain a mortgage last year to the extent of £250, to be repaid 
in five years at the rate of. £50 per annum with interest. Our entry into the 
new premises was. also followed by an increase in the number of pupils, and 
consequently an addition to the teaching staff (there are at present 541 pupils 
oh the registers, and ten teachers, in addition to the headmaster.) The expenses 
of,the Talmud: Torah have increased accordingly, and ‘we have a hard struggle 
to make both ends meet: Our expenses amount to over £1,300 ver annum, and 
our regular income from all sources. only amounts to about: £1,000, leaving a 
deficit of about £300, which we have to struggle and strive to cover by various 
ways and means. . At-the present moment, Owing to some additional expenses 


itself in sQ precarious a position that its work is very much hampered. 

We, therefore, beg to appeal most earnestly to the generosity of ‘the Com- 
munity to come forward with their help in the shape of donations and annual 
subscriptions (from 5s. per annum upwards), so that we may be enabled to 
clear the Institution from debt once for all, and thus cofttinue our sacred work

THE LESSONS OF CHANUCAH.’ 


xy THE REV. A, COHEN (Birmingham). 

Jews, the world over, have been commemorating the most stirring and critical 
epoch in their national history. The momentous importance of the events recalled 
by the Festival of Chanucah is unhesitatingly admitted by all sections of Jewish 
religious thought. Mr. Montefiore in his ‘ Outlines of Liberal Judaism” writes 


“Of the non-Pentateuchal festivals and holy days which are observed by Con- 


servative Jews, the only one which Liberal Judaism should retain is, to my thinking, 
the Feast of Chanucah or Dedication. That festival celebrates the heroism of the 
Maccabean martyrs and warriors, and the preservation of the Jevrish religion at a 
season of the utmost peril” (pp. 258 f.).. These words shoul. be particularly 
noticed. The founder of Liberal Judaism in England explicitly declares that the 
Jewish religion was in the utmost peril; it was in ‘danger of being destroyed, and 
was preserved by the heroism of the Maccabean martyrs and warriors. If this be 
true—and who would dispute it?—we shall see that most’ important deductions 
necessarily follow. We fail to observe our religious festivals properly if we consider 
them as referring only to the past. Every one of them has . 
TEACHINGS APPLICABLE, TO THE PRESENT, | 

and especially is this true of Chanucah. Antiochus. wished to destroy Judaism. 
How did he try to accomplish his purpose? How. was his design. frustrated ? 


When we have answered these questions, we shall have learnt upon what the 


existence of the Jewish religion depends, since it is universally agreed that had 
Antiochus succeeded in his plan Judaism would have perished. The Syrian tyrant 
did not issue an edict to the effect that no Jew was henceforward to believe in the 
existence of God; or the unity of God, or the value of righteousness. It is 
impossible to control .a* man’s convictions by means of proclamations, and 


Antiochus knew it. Moreover, he was entirely unconcerned with the theological 
opinions of the Jews. His aim was a political one. Jewish religious practice: 
formed the impenetrable barrier which withheld the Jews from assimilation with 


the remainder of the ‘Syrian Empire.: To destroy Judaism, then, he shrewdly 
determined to destroy everything that marked. the Jewish people as distinct from 
their neighbours. He aimed his blows at the Jewish customs and observances, for. 


he was certain that when these differences had vanished the Jews as a separate. 


entity would likewise vanish, Our principal source of information with reference 
to this period is the apocryphal books of the Maccabees. In the opening .chapter 
we are given the account of the attempt to annihilate Judaism,, from which we 
gather that Antiochus directed himself especially against , 
FOUR JEWISH RITES? i= 
(1) The service in the Temple. That service was so distinctly Jewish, sO unlike 


the.service of the heathen sanctuaries, that it proved a great factor in preserving 


the distinctiveness of the Jews. We are told that the party of Jews who aided the 
king in his. effort to assimilate Jewry ‘‘ built a place of worship at Jertsalem accord- 
ing to the customs of the heathen” (v.14). When the Jews would have been induced 
to worship according to the customs of their weighbours'‘and not according to the 
customs of their fathers, one obstacle in the way of absorption would have been 
removed: (2) The tyrant sent officers throughout the land to-see “ that they (the 
Jews) should profane the sabbaths and festival days” (v. 45), another safeguard 


. against loss of identity. (3)-** That thev should also leave their children uncircum- 


cised ” (v. 48), for the abolition of this‘rite would make assimilation a much easier 
matter. " (4) ‘‘And make their souls abominable with all manner of uncleannéss and 
profanation ” (ibid), by which is tobe understood the violation of the dietary lays. 
And the purpase of all these prohibitions was “To the end they might forget the 
Law, and change all the ordinances. And whosoever.would not do according to the 
commandment of the king, he. should: die” (vv.49f.). Hence we learn that 
Antiochus plotted the annihilation of -Judaism, and consequently of Jewry, by 
destroying the Jewish distinctive rites, chief among them being the essentially 
Jewish service in the Temple, the Sabbath and Festivals, circumcision and the 
dietary laws. Further; we were told by one of the foremost of Liberal Jews that 
by. resisting the tyrant’s edict the Maccabees preserved the Jewish religion from 
extinction at a time of utmost peril. | But we are constantly being informed that at 
the present time also, : 
JUDAISM IS IN UTMOST PERIL. | 

Grave indifference, a progressing drift, assimilation are apparent on all sides, and to 
check them a solution has been found in. Liberal Judaism.. This-is quite.a new 
remedy so far as England is concerned, and we have to turn to America, where it 
has been in existence for some time, if we wish to see it. in full bloom. But. tt 


should be noted that the difference which at present exists between. the manifesta~ 


tions of Liberal Judaism in England and in America is of a kind time will remove. 
It is merely the difference between infancy and maturity.” They both spring from 
the same origin, and are bound to produce similar results. Letus, then, judge tite 
efficacy of this solution to our religious problem by the utterances of its principal 


exponents. It is a notorious fact that practically everything which is distinctively 
- Jewish has been eliminated from the Temples of Liberal Jews in America. All the 


distinctions we aré accustomed to look for in a Jewish place of worship are con- 
spicuous by their absence. In fact, it would take the visitor quite a time to con- 
vince himself that he had not wandered inta a church by mistake. There is no 
Ark, |

no separation of the sexes, no Tallith, no covered heads, little (if any) Hebrew. 
The preacher quotes frequently from the New Testament. Not rarely the pulpit is 
occupied by a non-Jew. It is on record that “ Rabbi” Leonard Levy, of Pittsburg, 
preaching on a Sunday which coincided with Christmas, took as his text: “For 
unto you is born this day a Saviour, which is Christ, the Lord.” t , Another 
declaration from this expounder of Judaism (!) is: “Side by side with Moses 


and the Ten Commandments, we are willing to place Jesus and the Nine Beati- 


tudes.” It-will be remembered that the assimilation of the Jewish Temple to the 
heathen Temiple was the first part of Antiochus’ plan to destroy Jewry, Liberal 
Judaism adopts ‘the same policy to save Judaism! From time immemorial the 
Jews have had their distinctive Sabbath. At the beginning of the Maccabean 
campaign, our ancestors even refused to fight on the Sabbath, for fear of desecrating 
it. But when it was found that the enemy took advantage of this fact and reserved 
their attacks for the Sabbath day, then, and ee only, did the religious leaders 
permit self-defence, because the existenc all they held sacred was at stake. 
From this we can form an idea of how the Sabbath was regarded by “the Macca- 
bean martyrs and warriors.” But how does Liberal Judaism regard 
THE SABBATH? IT HAS ABOLISHED 

it. Dr. Emil Hirsch, the “Rabbi” of the largest Liberal Jewish Temple in the 
world, has said: “The Sabbath of the Jew isdead. Let us bury it.” And in 
another address he sneeringly remarks that the Sabbath has died of consumption. 
This Jewish “Rabbi” has also said: ‘‘The twaddle about the beauty of 


the old Sabbath is inane in the. extreme”; and he opposed the formation

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of Sabbath Leagues, the purpose of which would have been to preserve the 
Jewish Sabbath. Such an action follows logically on his statement: “ The 
Sunday must squarely and openly be made the Sabbath.” Dr. Silverman, 
a former President of the Central ‘Conference of American “Rabbis,” ‘and 
‘ Rabbi of the Temple Emanuel in New. York. has declared: “Shall men 
violate their duties to society and their beloved ones for the sake of a religious form 
which the Sabbath in reality is? If people will not have religion on the seventh 
day of the week, if they prefer to work on that day, let them do it.” “ Rabbi” 
Charles Fleischer, of Boston. actually opposed a Bill of the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature granting to people who observed Saturday as their day of rest the right to 
keep open their places of business on Sunday. This attitude towards the Sabbath 
is general throughout the Liberal Jewish community in America. \ Hence we see 
that the Maccabean martyrs sacrificed their lives for the sake of the Jewish 
Sabbath, whereas Liberal Judaism thinks to save Jewry by sacrificing the Sabbath! 
Antiochus forbade circumcision, and we read in the First Book of Maccabees: ‘ At 
which time according to the commandment, they put to death certain women that 
had caused their children to be circumcised. And they hanged their infants about 
their-necks, and rifled their houses, and slew them that had circumcised them” 
(i.61).. But what is the teaching ‘of Liberal Judaism? Dr. Kaufmann Kohler, 
the principal of the Hebrew Union College in Cincinatti, which trains Liberal 
Jewish Rabbis, denounced the ‘rite of Milah at the Pittsburg Rabbinical Confer- 
ence as “a relic of barbarism.” Dr. Emil Hirsch says that circumcision is “‘a 
disgusting relic of barbarism.” “ Rabbi” Dr. Krauskopf, of Philadelphia, another 
leader of, Liberal Jewish thought, characterised the rite as 
HEATHENISH, BARBAROUS, REPELLENT.” 

Our mothers. of old—the .Maccabean martyrs—yielded up their lives in order 
to carry out this ordinance of Judaism; but Liberal Judaism, is going to save our 
people from extinction by describing the same ordinance as “ barbarous,” etc. ‘The 
Syrian tyrant aimed at annihilating the' Jewish people by. weaning them from their 
dietary laws; and tradition has preserved accounts of old and young, who meta 
death by lingering torture unflinchingly, rather than defile themselves with for- 
bidden food. What, however, is the attitude of Liberal Judaism on this matter ? 
Mr. Montefiore writes as follows: ‘‘As awhole no Liberal Jewish teacher’ would 
recommend their observance. Very few, if any, Liberal Jewish households 


observe. them all.- In America, the stronghold of Liberal Judaism, they’ are 


all (Biblical and Rabbinical laws alike) neglected. I gather that the same is the 
case in Germany (Op. cit..p. 240). And he continues, “I cannot myself honestly 


declare that I should urge parents to obey” any portions of the dietary laws, 


whether Biblical or post-Biblical (p. 243). We therefore arrive at. this result. A 
prominent Liberal Jew—to whom the mevement owes its existence in England- 
admits that through the heroism ‘of the Maccabean heroes the ‘Jewish religion was 
preserved from annihilation. . The historical records inform us that these 

HEROES LAID DOWN THEIR LIVES | 
in defence of certain Jewish practices. We have it, further, from the mouths of 


the principal Liberal. Jewish Rabbis that these very ceremonies are now to be’ 


discarded. The following questions naturally follow: ‘“‘Why should , these 
ceremonies ‘have saved the Jewish Religion two thousand: years ago by their 
maintenance, and'to-day save the Jewish Religion by their abolition?” And further 
‘Supposing the Maccabees had held Liberal Jewish opinions, would Judaism have 
survived the attack of Antiochus?” One more point I weuld touch upon because 


It shows clearly the trend.of. Liberal. Judaism, although it does: bear directly 
upon the title of this paper. In the course of the same evening's reading,' I came. 


across the following two passages, which offer a strong contrast. The first passage 
is: “ The exclusiveness and influence of Ezra and Nehemiah lave been a bane and 
acurse,” The author is a Liberal-Jewish “* Rabbi,” Dr. Emil Hirsch. ‘The second 
passage is: ‘If Ezra had not come, it is conceivable, and, indeed, highly probable, 
that Judaism would have disappeared altogether. The significance of the work of 
Ezra is this, that he stopped the process by which the religious vitality. of. Israel 
was draining away, and he gave a lead, opened a new line of development, turned 


the thought and energy of his people into a direction where progréss was possible 


almost without end” (R. Travers Herford, Pharisaism, p. 9). The author is a 


Unitarian Minister. And the thought came to my mind : who shows a truer appre- 


ciation of Judaism anda deeper insight into Jewish history, the Liberal Jewish 
“Rabbi” or the Unitarian Minister ?

so modest—/500—-that, as you rightly observe, many an individual among us might 
send a cheque for the whole amount and not feel the loss, 

During my visit to Aberdeen in February last, in connection with other work, 
the condition of things was brought to my notice, and I was able to judge for 
myself as to the unsuitability of the premises in which Service is now’ being held. 
In provincial towns one often has to blush when contrasting the fine buildings in 
which our Christain friends worship and those in which our coreligionists, reputed 
to belong toa rich body, meet for public prayer. : | | 


Naturally, Iam not thinking of the size and internal decoration. In a univer-: 


sity town, too, like Aberdeen, professors. and other university men frequently put 
in an appearance at the Synagogue service, and we, in our corporate capacity, 
should have at least so much self-respect and love for our religion to see that our 
places of worship, small and humble though they be, shall not bring, a reproach 


upon the Judaism, we profess.. The need for the burial ground is so patent that no 


words of mine are required in support of this item in the Appeal. 

I shall be glad to receive any sums towards this Appeal, indispensable in the 
interests not so much of the adults as of the children, who, without proper religious 
provision, run the risk of being lost to the Faith of their fathers.

| This “‘mass” meeting, at which there was a preponderance of women and 
3 children, was held under, the auspices of the local Daughters of Zion Society, and 
the object of the meeting was to stimulate the formation of'a. Young Men's Zionist 
Association... In order best to achieve this object, the programme of the meeting 
was, exclusive of. Presidential remarks and votes of thanks, an. address by the 
lecturer, and then a discussion. Any questions arising out of the discussion were 
to be answered by the lecturer. Obviously fae discussion was to be ali tmportant. 

So keen was it, however, and so many questions were offered, that the 
President, ina manner which:commanded pity, had to invite that great mass meet- 
ing repeatedly for contributions to what should be a valuable discussion. Whether 
it was that all present were Zionists, or thai non-Zionists present, having heard very 
vague rumours of .the rapaciousness and reientlessness of local Zionists, were sitting 
silent with fear, I do not know. | Certainlv the isolated contributions in answer to 
ihe President’s heroic appeals were but feeble and spasmodic, and I voice the .; 
opinion of the hon-Zionists present when I say that the discussion was a lamentable 
failure. At last a‘friend of mine, after the continuous exhortations of his neigh- 
bours, and inspired by his oratorical reputation, madeé a dignjfied diplomatic speech, 
taking care to avoid raising a hornet’s nest. Still that was not enough, and still 
the President's appeal went forth. What was wanted were questions that could be 
tackled, questions from non-Zionists. : 

_ [then began to ask the lecturer to clear. my doubts upon certain questions. 
Immediately there was a hubbub, which rapidly developed into a tumult. The 
| lecturer felt compelled to intervene and subdue the noise. In doing so, he said 
that my questions were quite in order, and he would be only too pleased to answer 
them. . Moreover, in his answers I would have explained to: me the patent 
teachings of Zionism. This softened the audience, and I continued my questioning. 
I had hardly proceeded when the air was again filled with strange sounds and 
noises, and above the din could be heard expletivés such as “Chuck him out,” 
‘Make him shut up,” etc., spiced with a bit of vituperation. | Mind, this in an 
audience where the female sex was by far predominant! Your correspondent 
designated this meeting as being “successful”; the term was used in its narrowest 
sense. Popularly it would be described as the reverse of successful. 

However, the meeting was becoming so unruly that the lecturer once more 
intervened, but by now I had become disgusted, and after a few closing remarks I 
resumed my seat unmolested. At the close of the discussion my questions were 
answered and otherwise treated (?) by the President, then the lecturer, and then 
the concluding speakers. This was all very well, but what was most objectionable 
was the mean and paltry way in which observations of a personal character were 
ruthlessly intrgduced by an individual reputed to be a Zionist leader. [ have 
depicted, withdnt the slightest tinge of colouring, the conduct of local Zionists, 
both men and women. To say the least, their fanaticism and narrow-mindedness 
is most palpable. Yet this meeting had for its object the formation of a Young 
Men's Zionist Association. What an example! What 4 paradox! 

In all goodwill I suggest, Sir, that the Young Men's Zionist Association, which 
has since been initiated, not as a result of this meaningless mass meeting but rather 
of direct enthusiasm, take as its first duty the task of reforming the older Zionists 


and removing what is likely to be a stigma upon the communal institutions of 
Newcastle-on-Tyne.

There is,no question that ?B3 means fall, The Talmudic Rabbis who spoke 
Heb-ew, thought in Hebrew—it being their mother tongue—and who: meditated on 
the Torah day and night surely knew that ?53 means fall. The point in question in 
this case is, falling in which way and in what direction, 

Both the Hebrew ~5? and the English ‘ fall” do not mean only falling from an 
erect position to the right or the left, forward or backward, but also falling from a 
high>r to a lower place. Now it follows that it is quite correct to apply the word 
25) in this case as the wall fell from its height into the ground below. Your cor- 
resp »ndent,~however,’ overlooks the fact that 98M is qualified by A’NNN 
whi:h distinctly points to the fact that, it fell down underneath it and not in any 
other direction. 

Mr. Handcock, by his own mode of ascertaining the meaning of the words in 
the Bible, will find that 752, qualified by MN, never means fall away but fall down 
to a lower place. According tothe English translation it ought, therefore, to have 
been either ADINA YEN and no more, or PIPADIAA (See Ezekiel, ch. 39, 
v. 20.) 

The reason the word Y38 sink, or 33 swallowed up, is not used may be 
because those verbs gene rally imply disappearance of the object, while the wall did 
not entirely disappear...

For Mr. Handcock has evidently overlooked the fact that Jericho, had. 
been rebuilt about 500 years after this event. As it is said (in I. Kings xviv., 34), “‘In 
he laid the foundation thereot 
in Abiram, his first-born, and set up the gates thereof in his youngest son Segub, 
according to. the word of the Lord, which He spake to Joshua, the son of Nun.” 

_ The'mention in this verse of setting up the gates would indicate that not only 
did Hiel rébuild the city, but also the walls surrounding it. It must also be borne | 
in mind that in later years Herod made Jericho his favourite winter resort, and his 
lavishness in fortifiéations is well known.

but from a recent inspection of the site I would judge that the remaining 


-part of the wall, or of its foundation now unearthed, formed the northern boundary 


of Jericho. This city had natural fortifications on three sides, the Jordan on the East, 
the almost perpendicular walls of the mountains of Judah on the West, and the desert 
and Dead Sea on the South. The weakest spot seems to have been its northern 
side, which might have necessitated a provision for additional strength, and it is not 
at all unlikely that that portion of the wall was made impregnable, so that it could 
resist even the tramping and shouting of the mighty army of half a-million besiegers. 
(We, ourselves, in a ‘recent issue, pointed out the rebuilding of Jericho now 
mentioned by our cor respondent. It is only fair to add. what we pointed out 
at the time, that there is no mention of the rebuilding of the walls of Jericho.

Mr. Gompe!l | 
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Women and Judaism. 

An observer of Jewish affairs recently remarked that twentieth century Judaism 
depends more on the women than it does on the men in Israel. He pointed out 
that the, stress of modern economic conditions renders it a matter of considerable 
difficulty for the Jewish breadwinner to observe his religion in the same scrupulous 
mannervas did his forebears, and that it therefore falis to the woman to preserve 
the Jewish atmosphere in the home as much as possible, so that the sacrifice 
of some observances, even of keeping the Sabbath, may not involve a holocaust 
of all religious practice. This may be true enough, but it is equally true to 
sav that even in happier conditions Judaism has’ owed much to the mothers in 
Israel, far more than perhaps some of the men-folk may be willing to acknowledge. 
There have been sneers galore at what is contemptuously termed “pot-and-pan 
Judaism,” but there is no gainsaying the fact that the discipline of the dietary laws, 


the daily regulation of the household regimen, according to the dictates of religious 


practice, have had an entirely wholesome effect, and have had as much spiritual 


_ significance as the old sacrificial cult could have had in the. days of the Temple. 


Religion is never “‘out of sight, out of mind” where the so-called “ pot-and-pan 
Judaism ” is observed, and it is to be hoped that this form of the domestic service 
of the divine will never be banished from Jewish households generally. 


Jewish Girls and an Old Problem. 


A large number of Jewish girls are at present the victims of an old problem 
which is ever with us—that of obtaining employment where opportunities of 


Sabbath observance are available. Particularly does this apply to secretarial work. 
There are a very large number of girl shorthand-typists on the books of the Sabbath 
Observance Bureau (150, Minories, E.), who find it an almost hopeless task to 
obtain work with Sabbaths and festivals free. This is a most deplorable fact, 
particularly as an effort is being made to encourage Jewish girls té adopt higher 
forms of work than those to which the majority of them in the past have turned 
for the means of livelihood. It would be a real communal service if Jewish 


‘employers could give some chance to these applicants before turning elsewhere to 


fill their clerical vacancies. : :

A Seasonable Recipe. 


A seasonable soup at this time.of the year is turkey soup. Break up the bones 
of a cold turkey and grill them. Put them in the stock-pot. with half a pound of 


lean smoked beef, a little bruised celery seed, a small bunch of parsley and thyme, 


six dried mushroom stalks, a thin piece of lemon peel, pepper and salt to taste, and 
two quarts of cold water.

The Only Means to Save Judaism. 


Speaking at a Zionist meeting recently in Cincinnati, Professor Solomon Schechter 
4 that Zionism was now aliving fact. Some years ago he personally regarded the 
onist movement as a dream, having nothing tangible about it. Now, however, 
was convinced that the movement was a real and important fact. He was con- 
ed because he knew that the intellectual. Jewish youth in Europe was saturated 
-ith the idea of Zionism. : 
In years gone by, the learned Professor continued, while he was studying at 
Vienna and Berlin, it was a rarity for Jewish students to discuss Jimlaism or Jewish 
questions. The Jewish student in those days was ashamed to admit that he belonged 
the Jewish faith. How different the 2 a ages geen now, he had been able to 
ise when, last summer, he visited a number of university cities in Europe and 
that the Jewish students were everywhere devoted to the Jewish people, and 
Jewish problems were occupying their close arid even ardent attention, and 
+ nearly all the students were Zionists. )

His presence’ at the last Zionist Congress, Professor Shechter went on to say, — 


sad convinced him that the Zionist movement was no longer dependent upon one 
person or one particular group. If one set of leaders should happen to withdraw 
‘rom the movement, there would be others in the movement to take their place. 
“We must have Zionism,” he proceeded, "““if we want Judaism, orthodox or 
reform, to continue to exist. Judaism is at the present time in a very weak con 
dition, not only in America, but also in Europe. The Jew cannot live in his own 
-atmosphere ; he 1s compelted to breathe the spirit of other religions. The Sabbath 
is no longer observed as it was in the past, and even less so are the Jewish holidays 


observed. The Sunday has taken the place of Sabbath as a day of rest, while | 


Christian holidays are kept by Jews.: The question then arises-:. What is it that 
can preserve the Jewish people ? ~ How can’ Judaism Me saved from complete 
lation?» Jewish. history tells us that the Hellenist Jews who had settled in, 
\lexandria and other places remained loyal to Judaism, although they had become 
excellent Greek citizens ; their language was Greek; they studied Greek literature, 
‘philosophy, and art, and were not -s@ vigorous in their observances of the Jéwish 
( ustoms as were the Jews.in Palestine. But, none the less, they were good Jews 
They always observed the Sabbath and the Jewish holidays; they sent subscrip 
tions to the Temple, and used to go to4erusalem as pilgrims as Jong as the Temple 
remamed. But after the destruction of the Temple, and after the Jewish nation 
nad lost its home, these’ Hellenist Jews became’ completely submerged by. the 
Greeks, and nothing remained of their Judaism.” . That, said» Dr. Schechter in 
onelusion, was why they must have at the present time the Zionist movement 
Zionism could effect for the Jew a change in his material life, and jt could also create 
for him a Jewish atmosphere, in. which he could -breathe freely his own religion 
In such’ way only could Judaism,. whether orthodox or reform, be saved in the 
lands of the diaspora. |
